Day after day for nine years Lucille Osborne has heard life marching past—very 
quietly—but never has seen it. 

Life marches quietly past Lucille because she lives in a hospital, where life—and 
sometimes death—walks softly so as not to disturb those rows of patients. 

She never has seen it go by because Lucille is blind. Yet in nine years she has 
learned a lot about life. 

Beginning tomorrow, Lucille will lead readers of The Journal into her twilight world, 
through a series of feature articles she will write from her bed in the tuberculosis ward, 
on the typewriter that only recently re-opened a doorway into the world for her. 

Things are very different in Lucille’s world — just how different we might never 
know, were it not for the stories she will write. 

It was through the Santa Ana Rotary Club that she found her way back into a world 
she had created for herself, because after she had lost the machine on which she had 
conducted a large correspondence, and written little stories with which she made the 
long days pass more quickly, it was the Rotary club that heard of her loss and bought 
her another machine. 

Today Lucille is talking to the world again, and the world to her, through her agile 
fingers, while she lies back on the heaped up hospital pillows behind her. 

And tomorrow she will lead you with her into a world you never knew—that of a 
shut-in, and a blind, but cheerful one, at that.

WASHINGTON. (A»i-The Labor 
Relations board won a supreme 
court review today in its effort 
to enforce an order directing the 
Pacific Greyhound Lines, Inc., to 
withdraw ail recognition from a 
labor organization it was alleged 
to have formed and dominated. 

A review recently was granted 
of similar litigation invovling the 
Pennsylvania Greyhound Lines, 
Inc., The labor board lost both 
ca.ses in lower courts. 

In the Pacific Greyhound dis¬ 
pute, the board appealed from a 
decision by the ninth circuit court 
to appeals that the Wagner labor 
relations act did not authorize 
such action. 

Other parts of the board’s order 
-that the bus company cease 
from discouraging membership in 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen and re¬ 
frain from ’’dominating or inter¬ 
fering with” any organization of 
its employe.s—were upheld by the 
circuit court and were not in¬ 
volved in the appeal.

CaiEGIAIE BOXING PROTEaED 
BY ADOPTION OF FOUR RULES 


Seeking to correct certain abuses 
which are threatening to outlaw 
Doxlng as a college sport, the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Intercollegiate Athletic 
conference has adopted four new 
rules to protect the sport on the 
Pacific Coast, According to Hugh 
C. WUlett of the University of 
Southern C lifomla, president of 
the Conference, these regulations 
are patterned after those in force 
in other parts of the country, and 
seek to protect the purely colle¬ 
giate boxer, trained in the univer¬ 
sity gyms, against unfair and too 
highly .ikilled competition. 

Rule No. 1: Anyone who has 
boxed against a professional shall 
not be eligible for college boxing. 
Adopted In June, 1937, as a mea¬ 
sure to prevent college boxers from 
gaining an unfair advantage in the 
future, this regulation is now made 
retroactive, causing anyone who 
has ever boxed against a profes¬ 
sional in the past to be ineligible 
for colle're competition. 


Rule No. 2: Anyone who partic¬ 
ipates in a public boxing contest 
after Sept. 1, 1937, except a con¬ 
test under interscholastic or inter¬ 
collegiate auspices, shall be inel¬ 
igible to represent a conference in¬ 
stitution In boxing. This regula¬ 
tion applies whether the contest¬ 
ant is enrolled in a conference 
school at the time of his partici¬ 
pation or not. It also applies to 
tournaments sponsored by the A. 
A. U. and other amateur organiza¬ 
tions as well as to contests of a 
semi - professional or professional 
character. 

Rule No. 3: A member Institu¬ 
tion shall not compete in boxing 
with a non-college organization, 
except in dual matches consisting 
of five or more bouts and approved 
by the faculty representative of 
that institution. 

Rule No. 4: Conference institu¬ 
tions shall not compete in boxing 
In dual competition with collegiate 
institutions which do not conform 
to these rules.

Among the commoner English 
words appropriated by the Japa¬ 
nese are: radio, taxi, camera, bar, 
jazz broadcast, mass production, 
factory, etc. They have become so 
well established that they are now 
regarded as newly-coined Japane.se 
words.

75,000 Pupils Put In Test Tube In 

New York Educational Experiment 

By LYDIA GRAY SHAW ^ ^

N E W Y O RK. — Seventy-five 
thousand New York City school 
children are playing guinea-pigs 
for the biggest educational experi¬ 
ment in the United States—and 
liking it. 

In 67 schools, nearly 10 per cent 
of the entire school system, more 
children than the totaled combined 
populations of the New York and 
New Jersey state capitals, are 
partaking of a new curriculum. 

Called an “activity program,” it 
actually is a super-combination of 
progressive and conservative 
methods. 

Dr. John J. Loftus, associate 
superintendent, who oversees the 
program, is forever on a tour of 
the institutions involved, ranging 
from Hell’s Kitchen to Park ave¬ 
nue. 

TEACHING BY ‘EXPERIENCES’ 

He says the experiment has 
worked well, so far, and that it 
is his belief that by end of the 
six-year period allotted for the 
test, every school in the city will 
want to join in. At present it is 
confined to the first six grades of 
the designated schools. 

In the experiment, now in its 
second year, textbook material is 
taught, not only from textbook.s, 
but from “experiences.”

INDIGESTION

Indigestion is a complaint of 
three out of five American busi¬ 
ness women. 

Miss Catherine Van Rens.selaer, 
director of physical education at 
the American Woman’s associa¬ 
tion in New York, who has to cope 
with hundreds of cases of it, says 
most indigestion is caused by care¬ 
lessness. 

It can be cured by correcting 
digestive and elimination habits 
and doing a certain amount of ex¬ 
ercise. 

“Commuter’s breakfast is often 
the cause of the trouble,” Miss 
Van Rensselaer .says. “Breakfast 
should take at lea.st twenty min¬ 
utes. And dieting or not—I think 
it should be ample. 

“Lunch should be light and 
eaten slowly. Dinner should be the 
most leisurely meal of all.” 

Miss Van Ren.sselaer suggests 
these exercises to strengthen the 
muscles that control digestion and 
elimination: 

One is “trunk circling.” Put 
your hands on your hips. Describe 
a half circle with the trunk, lean¬ 
ing as far as possible in each di¬ 
rection. Five times from right to 
left and five times from left to 
right will be enough. 

Another is “knee circling.” Lie 
on your back. Bring both knees 
up from the right and around to 
the left, letting the legs extend 
out and down as you complete the 
circle. 

The third involves relaxing from 
the waist. Let the upper half of 
your body swing toward the floor 
thoroughly relaxed. Let your fin¬ 
gertips touch your toes—one, two, 
three, four times—and then return 
to a standing position.

Watch Your 
Manners 
In Autos!

Our automobile manners are as 
out of date as a model T. 

It took a woman Industrial de¬ 
signer to tell us so. 

Miss Helen Dryden, who has 
planned the interior of one of the 
most attractive cars In the new 
auto shows, has injected some 
common sense Into the seating ar¬ 
rangement. 

It’s silly, she says, for the wom¬ 
an to snuggle into the right-hand 
corner of the rear seat in an auto¬ 
mobile—as the old regime of mo¬ 
torists would have us do. 

WATCH THE TRAFFIC! 

When that rule is followed the 
man either has to walk to the 
other side of the car to get 
in and run the risk of being 
mowed down by traffic or he has 
to climb over the woman to get to 
his seat at her left. That means 
crumpling of her evening gown or 
trampling on her new slippers. 

There’s still another point. The 
man should help the woman in 
getting out. Therefore he should 
be able to get out first—which he 
can do nicely If he sits nearest the 
curb. 

If the man is driving the car 
himself he should help the woman 
into her seat and then walk around 
the car and get into the driver’s 
seat. 

THAT RUSIBLE SEAT 

When a group enters a taxi or a 
chauffeur-driven car this is the 
correct order and seating: 

1. The woman guest goes first 
—and sits on the left of the rear 
seat. 

2. The hostess is next—and sits 
in the middle. 

3. The man guest is third—and 
sits on the right of the rear seat. 

4. The host is last—and sits on 
the right-hand fold-down seat. 

How about getting into a rum¬ 
ble seat? 

That’s easy. 

The woman steps onto the lower 
foot rest, with her left foot, steps 
to the second foot rest with her 
right foot and then into the rum¬ 
ble seat, trying not to dig her 
French heels Into the leather. 
She moves to the left side of the 
seat so the man can get In as she 
did and will be able to get out first, 
to help her. 

"It’s like mounting a horse,” 
Miss Dryden says. “And you get 
out in reverse order—just as you 
would di.smount from a horse in 
reverse order.”

In these no uncertain terme did 
Stephen Girard, founder of Phila¬ 


delphia’s famed orphanage, Girard 
college, emphasize his secularlstic 
ideas in his will that endowed the 
institution with some $6,000,000 in 
1831. Born a Frenchman, Girard 
went to sea as a boy. He endured 
much ridicule because of the loss 
of one eye, and early adopted a 
philosophy of utilitarianism. It 
was his love of free and unfettered 
thought that led him to ban ec¬ 
clesiastics from Girard college, be¬ 


lieving as he did the young minds 
should be sheltered from clashing 
doctrines and sectarian contro¬ 
versy. 

Religion, however, plays a large 
part today In the daily routine at 
Girard. Daily chapel service in¬ 
cludes Scripture reading and 
prayer, with an address delivered 
by a staff member or visiting 
speaker—although never a min¬ 
ister.

Walnut Next to Butter 


Did you know that the walnut, one of this county’s 
old-time crops, is exceeded in the matter of calorie count 
among the various food products only by good old dairy 
butter? 

Our authority for this interesting bit of dietetic 
information is E. C. Kimball, chairman of the Southern 
California division of the Pacific Coast walnut growers’ 
marketing committee, a man well known to local ranchers. 

Butter, Mr. Kimball found, contains 3491 calories 
to the pound. Walnuts come next with 3210 calories. 
Other foods follow in this order: Bacon, 2840; Swiss 
cheese, 1945; macaroni, 1625; wheat flour, 1610; dried 
lima beans, 1586; ham, 1458; prunes, 1368; beef tender¬ 
loin, 1290; salmon, 923; eggs, 672; potatoes, 378. 

Mr. Kimball also found out exactly what a walnut 
kernel contains. It’s 67 per cent oil, 14.7 per cent protein, 
12.9 per cent carbohydrates, 3.7 per cent water and 1.7 
per cent minerals. The minerals are calcium, phos¬ 
phorous, iron, magnesium, sulphur and potassium. The 
kernel also contains Vitamins A and B. 

What makes the use of walnuts as a standard food 
most attractive these days to the housewife, however, is 
the fact that it is going down in price. Walnuts are being 
sold this year for the lowest figure in 20 years, because 
the 1937 crop was 12,000,000 pounds in excess of the next 
greatest year. Total production this year on the Pacific 
coast was 100,000,000 pounds.

Speaking of Lures 


The passage of time—and perhaps a senate investiga¬ 
tion—will measure the truth of new charges that Eng¬ 
land plotted early in the World war to cut Europe up into 
parcels advantageous for her and her European allies. 

It is not without some cause that England has been 
known in the world of diplomacy as “perfidious Albion’’ 
for many years. Allies, official and unofficial, have fre¬ 
quently counted on England’s indication or promise, and 
have been left in serious predicament when expectations 
have not been fulfilled. 

The current charge against England is that, having 
deliberately planned to shift whole peoples from one coun¬ 
try to another, she did not inform the United States of 
this intention until the month after we had declared war 
with the avowed purpose of freeing Europe from that very 
sort of tyranny. 

True or untrue, the charge serves to emphasize the 
fact that the European nations which have great stakes 
in the wars in Spain and China have striven hard to find 
an “ideal” that would lure the United States into those 
conflicts on one side or the other. 

The most vitally important fact in the world situation 
today, from the American viewpoint, is that this nation 
does not lure as easily as it once did.

An occasional stray item of these days tells of the 
return of such-and-such a missionary from some unpro¬ 
nounceable place in China’s interior. Seldom more than a 
line or two, never anything boastful or touched by heroics.

This is just a passing word in praise of missionaries. 
Few of us more ordinary mortals who stay at home and 
gmb away at dollar making can have more than the 
slightest inkling of their motives and their ways.
